Stratosphere Balloon 
Collapses Today, No 
Casualties are Suffered 


Rapid City, S. D., July 12 (IP). — 


Disaster overtook the National Geo- 
graphic Soclety-U. S. Army Air Corps 
stratosphere balloon here 'early this 
morning as the giant bag collapsed 
from an unexplained cause one hour 
before the scheduled takeoff at 4 a. 
m. (mountain standard time). 


No one was injured, but- five men 


working on the gondola preparatory 
to lashing the metal ball to the bal- 
loon were forced to jump to safety. 
Guards also scattered quickly to 
avoid Injury. 


The top of the mammoth 
bag 


burst open without warning, permit- 
Ing 375,000 cubic feet of helium gas 
to escape and definitely halting the 
projected flight. 


Captain Albert W- Stevens, flight 


commander, said he had "absolutely 
no explanation" for the mishap. He 
added that an investigation 
would 


be made but that nothing would be 
done until later in the morning. 


Like a Paper Sack 


Spectators watching the prepara- 


tions for the flight said the balloon 
ground ropes suddenly slackened 
and the top of the bag opened like 
a paper sack exploding. The helium 
rushed out In a blue haze.

Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States to defeat the program on the 
ground It is' conflscatory, destructive, 
and a "perversion" of the federal tax- 
ing power. 


Reports — which Democratic chiefs 


denied — floated aroQnd capltol corri- 
dors meanwhile, that the tax bill 
would not be enacted at this session 
Many congressmen would like to see 


delayed. 
The other five "menaces" which 


Chandler said are "holding back re- 
covery" were listed as: 


"The destruction of representative 


government by converting Congress 
into a rubber stamp, fomenting hos- 
tility to our Constitution and hatred 
of the Supreme Court; the entry of 
government into private business on 
a. huge scale; the destruction of the 
rights of the states and centraliza- 
tion ot power In "Washington, and 
creating a race of mendicants, loaf- 
ers and weaklings through 'abuse of 
relief and sentimental social legisla- 
tion." 


Insisting that the Ohio chamber 


members would "bear their full and 
fair share of the burden without pro- 
test" when the President and Con- 
gress "seriously undertake the task 
of balancing the budget." Ch.an.dler 
continued: 


"I am not saying that the admin- 


istration aims to destroy private 
property * * *. 


"On the other hand, I haven't the 


slightest doubt that In the Washing- 
ton menage — the inner group that 
surrounds the President and seems 
to have his ear — there are numerous 
conspirators who do not want pros- 
perity to return and who do want to 
see private property In this country 
so discredited that the doctrines of 
Karl Marx shall be substituted for 
those or Washington. Jefferson, Ham- 
ilton, Lincoln, 'Cleveland, Theodore 
Roosevelt.

Major Tate discussed the expansio 


plan of the U. S. Army followin 
the World War. explained how th 
plans made by military leaders coul 
I 


not be followed because of lack o 
capital, Congress having failed to ap 
proprlate sufficient money to carr 


_ out the plan, and. also the "furthe 


ack of military land strength du 
o the necessity of an increased ai 
corps, the men being recruited from 
he regular ranks, and not from new 
or outside material. 


He spoke of the need of coopera 


ion between the various branches o 
he military, stating that these three 
units, regular army. R. O. T. C. and 
Cational Guard would be called upon 
o function as a well oiled machine 


.in time of need, yet that lack o 
funds prohibited the training of the 
three units together. This year the 
largest maneuver In the history o 
this country will take place at Pin 
Camp in northern New York, with 
some 60,000 men of six divisions o 
the three branches taking pan. 


Major Tate, who comes to Kings- 


ton from Texas, spoke with pride o 
the work of the regular army In 
training the CCC men in Texas. He 
was in at the beginning of the plan 
and said that the training of the 
CCC boys tor their jobs was done 
by regular army officers, much after 
the fashion demanded in war times 
when large groups of men would 
necessarily have to be given a maxi- 
mum amount of training in a short 
space of time. 
The army officers 


functioned to perfection, the major 
stated, and proved that the arm} 
wa* ready lor an emergency. 


He further recalled the difference 


in training afforded in the U. S. army 
compared to armed forces of other 
countries. In this country* the ma- 
jor said, it was necessary for an "of- 
ficer to know the job of his men as 
well as they did in addition to 
knowing his own work. 'The Ameri- 
can soldier is from Missouri." the 
speaker continued, "he must be 
shown." Comparing this system with 
the English plan, the major pointed 
out that tie training in England was 
jdone by non-commlssloaod officers, 
and that the commissioned personnel 
did not pay much attention.

Horse-Traders 


Push Business 


Ithaca, X. Y., July 12—A return 


to the horse-trading days of Davl 
Harum looms on the New York farm 
horizon as the scarcity of horses ha 
resulted In a pick-up In the bora 
business 


"Horses for sale or exchange, 


reads a common sign in front o 
many farm homes throughout tb, 
state, according to K. L Turk of th 
state college of agriculture, who 
says that "farmers swap horses and 
think nothing of it. 
Sometimes, 


they are stung In a trade, but that 
doesn't seem to worry them any." 


Not only are the farmers swapping 


horses, but they are bringing In the 
dairy bull as well, in a different kind 
of farm exchange. This is a simple 
jlan of cooperative ownership and 
exchange of purebred bulls, made 
necessary by the expense Involved in 
changing the animals after only two 
or three years of service. Individual 
dairymen could not afford to do this, 
but as a group they buy a few 
animals and then share with other 
members. 


To show how widespread this 


system has .become, Mr. Turk points 
out that "twenty-two of these organi- 
zations now operate In eleven New 
York counties. They own approxi- 
mately eighty-five bulls cooperatively, 
fwo 
of these asosciations were 


organized in Franklin county in 
May. and several other -groups are 
Ip. the process." 


Not the least advantage of the 


system, according to Mr. Turk, la 
the continuous testing of the cows 
for production. Added to this is 
the benefit that comes with the use 
of alrec whose transmitting ability 
for milk and butterfat production 
becomes definitely known. 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER AS 


DAXGEROUS AS A SNAKE 


Many people have found to their 


sorrow that the harmless looking 
little black widow spider Is extremely 
poisonous. 
Deaths have been re- 


ported from the effects of the poison 
and "dangerous as a rattlesnake" has 
become tbe manner in which people 
regard this spider. 


In the west serious difficulty was 


caused because the" grape growers 
could not get the Japs to 
go into 


the vineyards to pick the grapes, be- 
cause of their fear of the black 
widow. 
In other sections, of the 


country a similar deep feeling of 
fear has been felt and rightly so, ior 
this spider has demonstrated its 
death dealing qualities. Fortunately, 
however, the black widow spider is 
easily destroyed If handled in the 
right way. 
This control was first 


brought to the attention of the public 
by Walter S. Cooke of Durango, 
Colorado, who experimented with 
Fly-Tox spray as a means for de- 
stroying the black widow and found 
it 100 per cent effective. Mr. Cooke 
urge* that all spiders be regarded 
with suspicion and points out that a 
whiff of Fly-Tox will kill them. This 
suggestion, says Mr. Cooke. will un- 
doubtedly save lives this year-

rolls 730 miles northward to join

Amazon. 


To the northwest of the marsh- 


land, near Cuyaba. runs the Koluene, 
one of the tributary prongs of the 
great Xlngu river and the fetream 
up which sailed Col. P. T. Lawrence 
nine years ago, never to return. 


Colonel Roosevelt is confining his 


hunt for jaguars to a. region Just 
south and west of Cuyaba, marked 
off roughly by 
the 
San Lourenco 


rirer, south, and the Paraguay river 
' west. 
With him Is Sasha Slemel, photo- 


typ« of the hero of "Tiger Man" and 
"Green Hell." books about a quiel, 
sinewy European solacing a blight- 
ed romance by the dangers of the 
jungle hunt. 


(Kills 'Em "With Spear. - 


Slemel has lived in Matto Grasso 


20 years. 
A Lithuanian, he 
has 


learned the native's art of holding 
a lance point fixedly near the eyes 
of a jaguar, then transfixing the 
cornered 
beast. 
He has bagged 


scores of the big cats by this method.

heart buried there (Marshal Pilsud- 
•ki's) will not paralyze our desire, 
becaute the heart of the entire'Lith- 
uanian nation also is burled In Vil- 
no." 


The liquidation of the quarrel was 


one of the marshal's greatest con- 
cerns in his last year or life, for his 
foreign policy sought the cooperation 
of Poland with the Baltic countries. 
and Pilsudski had many personal ties 
with Lithuania. 


Since Alexander Prystor, former 


premier and Pllsudski's close friend, 
went to Lithuania a year ago ostensl- 
bly on a private visit, newspapers in 
each country have dropped the quar- 
relsome tone with which they form- 
erly referred to the other nation.- 


Baltic -Nations Friendlier 


It is pointed out here, also, that 


Lithuanian and Polish 
representa- 


tives conferred in Geneva and that 
the Lithuanian government courte- 
ously helped Poles to fulfill Pllsud- 
ski's wish that his mother's body be 
moved from Lithuania to Vilno. 


Indications, meanwhile, are that 


Baltic countries are drawing closer 
to Poland.

I sincerely trust, that the 
proposition will be puahed through 
to a successful conclusion, and not 
develope Into a half baked investiga- 
tion. 


May I offer a suggestion to the 


committee to start first on the prin- 
cipal offender, and the outfit causing 
most of the noise in this city, and 
which should be brought to the bar 
at once, if we are to obtain any re- 
lief at all with noise elimination. 


The West Shore Railroad—branch 


of the New York Central, passing 
^through the heart of Kingston are 
and have been for a good long time, 
the Ace King Pin in making noise.

branches of our government, toward 
centralization of power which has 
been carried to such an exaggerated 
point that It has almost deliberated, 
even the theory, of democratic gov- 
ernment. 
Without regard to any 


of the feature! which may be In- 
corporated in the proposed charter 
the resultant evils of such a cen- 
tralization of power wilt* orer bal- 
ance them to such an extent that they 
are 
Insignificant 
by 
comparison. 


Those changes, particularly 
as 
to 


the reduction of the number of al- 
dermen, can only result In taking 
the power away from the voter In 
a direct ratio to the number of con- 
stituents who rote for an alderman. 
The very fact that It will eliminate 
clvllan boards who have given their 
best service without 
charge, 
and 


when appointed'without regard to 
their political faith, should and can 
be composed of men whose business, 
ability, knowledge and personal in- 
tegrity Is of the highest attainable 
and not dependent on political acci- 
dent or popularity. 


The result of "any government 


consisting 
of such, boards when 


properly appointed 'cannot be other 
than the finest. It is only the abuse 
of the appointive power 
to 
these 


boards that may be made 
In 
the 


name of political expediency by the 
Mayor In power which can cause In- 
efficiency in the government 1>y those 
boards. 


In reference to the proposed four 


year term for Mayor the only rea- 
sonable agreement favorable to the 
additional two year term can be that 
the government is unable to carry Its 
program to what It conceives to be 
a auecessful conclusion within 
the 


two 
years 
alloted. 
Consequently, 


in demanding an 
additional 
two 


years for such completion It would 
seem to me that the mo«t elemen: 
tary common sense 
would teach, 


even one of the despised 
masses, 


that if the Mayor's program was aa 
highly satisfactory to the citizens, 
taxpayers and other voters aa It Is 
to him he could, with entire com- 
placency, go to the -voters at the end 
of two years secure in the knowl- 
edge that they would return him and 
his government to office so that they 
may continue this entirely satisfact- 
ory program. In the event that the 
Mayor and his program Is not sat- 
isfactory to his constituents It Is 
my thought that the purpose of our 
democratic government is and must

Yukon Expedition Encounter* 


Hardships. 


Washington.— In tb« face of blinding 


bllusrds. destruction by flre of equlp- 
ntent, and near tragedy to some of its 
dogs, the National Geographic society's 
Yukon expedition made the first cross- 
Ing of the mighty St Ellas mountain 
range on the Yukon-Alaska border and 
thus withdrew a rait region from th« 
unmapped areas of the world. 


The expedition, led by the youthful 


explorer, Bradford Wasbburn, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass, crossed the rsnge on 
foot with dog sledyesyfor the first time 
In history despite terrlflc hardships. 
The expedition also made maps and 
aerial photographs of a large area of 
the St Ellas range previously un- 
mapped, near the Tukon-Alaska bor* 
der. 


The area the Washburn party ex- 


plored Is at the Junction of the south- 
eastern corner ot Alaska and the 
southwestern corner of Yukon terri- 
tory, Canada, famous In the Klondike 
days of 38 years ago. 


Several 
immense 
new 
mountain 


peaks were discovered by the expe- 
dition and their positions located with 
surveying instruments and cameras 
which were- carried to a height of more 
than 12,000 feet on Jit Hubbard, the 
highest surrey station ever occupied 
in Canada. 


Two of the new peaks In Canadian 


territory were named for King George 
and Queen Mary in honor of their sil- 
ver jubilee year. 


The expedition camped 84 days on 


snow and ice fields and conducted sur- 
veys in the face of extreme cold, bad 
snow conditions and severe blizzards 
A huge glacier, 40 miles long, one of 
the largest In North America, was 
named after ex-President Abbott Law- 
rence Lowell of Harvard university. 


After reaching the Alaskan sea coast 


Washburn and one other man traveled 
the last lap to civilization In a rubber 
boat like that taken by Amelia Ear- 
hart on her flight from Hawaii to the 
United States 
This boat was carried 


by the expedition all the way across 
the mountains.
